At 19, Christopher Carson- K it 
Carson, as he would be known- 
found himself, with a price upon 
his head, in Taos, New Mexico, to 
which hr had fled from Madison 
County, Kentucky, his birthplace. 
Apprenticed by his mother to a 
saddler, K it had run away, drifting 
Into Taos ovei the Santa F6 trail 
in the spring of 1826. Three years 
later, he met Ew in g Young, a cap­ 
tain of trappers, who was preparing 
to lead a party westward toward 
California.

Before them lay more than a hun­ 
dred miles of waterless desolation. 
" W e must carry meat and w ater," 
ordered Young. 
The trap p er' set out in various di­ 
rections. B u l onls* three deer were 
killed. Th< hides w ere removed and 
filled with th*> brackish Gila water. 
The flesh was drie I in th)' san.

Indians called these long stiff strips 
of fie Bv—fX'iun iran. 
A t last they were ready for Cali­ 
fornia. 
Slow ly, not tv* weary the 
horses, they went toward the Colo 
rado River.

“ W e ’ve reached California/' K it re- 
nietnbered the hardships, the hor­ 
ror. 
He said, “ A thousand mile* 
we’ve come— for fu r.” 
A t last the great W est had bees 
opened in the hunt for fur. Latei 
the glint of gold would lure men. 
N ow it was the shining brown pelt 
of beaver in W estern rivers. Only 
three oth**r white men had pene- 
ti.itcd C alifornia overland from th« 
E a s t: Jedediah Sm ith in 1826, and 
the Patties, father and son, in 1828 
throe 
trappers 
following 
th« 
beaver trail. 
Beaver had brought 
the mountain men from Taos. 
And beaver led them on . . . avoid­ 
ing the twenty-one rich missions of 
pastoral California* blossoming in 
beauty and wealth, rich w ith oil and 
wine, pastures and cattle . . . over 
naked brown hills and warm valleys, 
into the wide empty plain of the 
Sacram ento. 
On this river’s edge they built 
deerskin tepees and trapped for th® 
many beaver. This great em pty v a l­ 
ley was elysium — ten years bofors 
Su tter came. Tales told later by KH 
Carson would bring Captain John 
V Su tter to build his principality 
in the Sacramento. 
The trappers 
had heard of this paradise . . . lush 
with 
salmon, deer and antelope, 
otter and beaver and bear . . . from 
the 
M ojave Indians of Southers 
California. 
I here were not fifty "foreigners’ 
in C alifornia in 1830 and the A m eri­ 
ca cs could not hope to escape th« 
attention of Mexican authority. But 
it was K it who gave their hiding 
place away. 
K it loved California. 
He would 
know It as no man before him— 
perhaps none after. He would re­ 
turn to its wide and rich loneliness 
long after the deer and antelope 
and beaver had vanished from th* 
banks of the Sacramento. 
Tw enty and ardent, in this flower­ 
ing wilderness, K it Carson fount! 
love.
